unless re-vaccinated, 

Spring is the time for vaccination 
against Sleeping Sickness, and those 
who have not already taken the neces- 
Sary precautions are advised to do so 
without delay. The only sure protec- 
tion is Chick Vaccine which may be 
purchased from any drug store’ or 
registered veterinarian, Do not use 
old vaccine, When purchasing, look 
for the expiration date stamped on 
the bottle.

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SEEDING OF WHEAT 
PROGRESSES SLOWLY

Some Farmers Have All 
Wheat Seeding Done 


Seeding of wheat has been slow on 
many farms in the district the past 
week, due mainly to high winds and 
the reluctance of farmers to seed due 
to the dryness of the soil. 

Many farmers, particularly to the 
south of town, have their wheat seed- 
ing completed and have also put in 
much of their coarse grain seed, 

To the north-seeding has been slow- 
er, but most farmers have started and 


are now going ahead as rapidly as 
possible, 
There is a_ possibility that more 


acreage in the Carbon district will be 
sown to wheat this year, due to the 
brighter prospects for disposing of 
the crop, As this is a wheat growing 
district it may mean the cutting down 
of coarse grain acreage, 

Pastures are coming along slowly 
due to a deficiency of moisture, and 
a good soaking rain-would be welcom- 
ed at this time,

It will be of 
special assistance to those in the low- 
er income groups. The measure to 
| place a floor under farm prices is 
designed to keep agricultural prices 
from falling to unprofitable levels and 
to assure farm families a proper 
standard of living.

| services for a small annual contribu- 
tion from those in lower income 
| groups. and without charge to those

The arrangement has been reached

PRIME MINISTER CHURCHILL, in a recent radio address, dwelt at 
me length on plans for post-war housing which are now being drawn up 
The need for these plans is urgent, for it is estimated that in 
ten years after the war, 4,000,000 permanent new homes will be 


required there Considerable study has been given to the subject and a 
number of reports have been submitted to the government. Emphasis has 
been placed on the necessity of giving careful consideration to problems | 
relating to community development. It has also been recommended that a 


master plan” be for the proper use of Britain's land resources. Mr. 
Churchill has detined the most urgent needs of the country after the war 
as food, work and homes, putting housing among the most necessary post 
war requirements. Bomb damage has destroyed many residential areas in 
the United Kingdom, and has greatly aggravated a shortage of living 
accommodation which had been evident even in times of peace.

What Women Have To Say About 
Keeping Down Inflatiun 


(By Edna Jaques) 

On the farm, in the city home and 
all the way to Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa, women have only one opinion 
jabout price control. Remembering 
what the last war did to the house- 
|hold budget, they are thankful for 
the price ceiling, And they krow it 
is their responsibility to check prices 
of everything they buy, and keep food 
at a level where they can be assured 
of enough “to keep the kids grow- 
ing,” as one of them put it—and 
set a good table. 

Here are some of the things wo- 
men have said about price control: 

“Price control and price ceilings 
| have saved the country. There have 
been a few mistakes, naturally, but 
on the whole, price control has been 
our salvation”—Mrs, Cameron Dow, 
President of the Federated Women’s 
Institutes of Canada. 

“But for price control they would 
be desperate. Hundreds of my people 
live on fixed incomes, old age pen- 
sions, pensions for the blind, etce., 
and if prices were allowed to rise, 
the plight of people like these (and 
they are legion) would become des- 
perate in the extreme’’—Thelma Wil- 
liams, executive secretary of the Ot- 
tawa Welfare Bureau.

LONDON. — Parliament held an 
empire clinic, but in deference to the 
forthcoming meeting of dominion 
prime ministers, the government 
made no commitment on proposals 
for improving unity. 

“The government is going to take 
no final decision on these matters 
that have been discussed until we 
have had an opportunity to discuss 
them with the dominion governments’ 
representatives,” explained Hugh 
Dalton, president of:the board of 
trade, after the first half of a two- 
day empire debate. 

Replying for the government after 
members advanced such proposals as | 
creating an economic council to plan 
development of the empire's re- 
sources, Mr. Dalton said it would be 
wrong and discourteous if a govern- 
ment spokesman were to prejudice 
any matters raised in debate which 

Would be considered at the coming 
“family council’. | 

This council was called “at the 
most decisive moment in the war) 
and the most decisive and dramatic 
moment in the history of the world 
and of the empire itself,” he added.

OTTAWA. German submarine 
warfare is still a “very definite men- 
ace"’ and is likely to break out again 
with reneéwed fury, Lieut.

Lieut. Jewell, who has sunk 
damaged 14 enemy vessels, said the

In private 
hospitals the increase was 11,459 or 
31 per cent. Tuberculosis sanatoria 
patients were more by 2,572, or 13 per 
cent. Figures show that average 
length of stay in public hospitals was 
12.2 days, 16.6 days in private, 226 
days for tuberculosis sanitoria and 
5 to 6 years in mental institutions.

They call the Mosquito plane “The 
Wooden Wonder" and there is noth- 
ing derogatory about it.

Cultivation 


Killing weeds is only one function 
of cultivation. In the well-cared for 
garden, where weeds never make 
much growth anyway, the main job 
is to improve the soil by maintaining 
moisture, letting in air and keeping 
soil fine. One or two thorough culti 
vations of vegetable or flower gard 
ens after planting, and then a little 
stirring up lightly with a cultivator 

preferably once a week until the 
middle of summer—and growth will 
come along almost regardless of dry 
weather. ; 

When To Plant 

Flowers and vegetables divide 
themselves into three general groups 

hardy, semi-hardy and tender, In 
the seed catalogues and on the 
packets these are the general descrip 
tions used, and this information pro- 
vides the key to planting time in 
any part of the Dominion.. 

The first group can be put in just 
is fit to work, 
is when it crumbles and not 
packs into a ball when squeezed. 

Among the very hardy are spin- 
ach, lettuce, radish and peas, among 
the vegetables; and most of the pop 
pies, cosmos, batchelor buttons and 
sweet peas, among the flowers. 

In the semi-hardy line, vegetables 
and flowers which will stand a light 
frost or two would be carrots, beets, 
beans, potatoes and corn in the vege 
table line; and zinnias, calendulas, 
calliopsis in the flowers. 

Tender plants will not stand any 
frost at all. In this line are the 
melons, cucumbers, peppers, pump- 
kins among the vegetables; and 
gladiolus, dahlias, cannas, in flowers. 

Layouts 

The most effective layout of flow- 
ers, lawns and shrubbery, for the 
average gardener, is an informal one, 
That is, curved paths and borders 
rather than straight lines. But when 
we put in these curves, especially in 
paths, landscape experts say, we 
must be sure to make a reason for 
them otherwise the whole effect will 
be artificial At the bend in the 
driveway or path, therefore, it is 
well to have a tree or a group of 
shrubs or a flower bed. 

In screening, it is not necessary 
nor desirable to cover the whole of 
fence, wall or garage unless the same 
is unsightly. Much more pleasing 
results follow where the shrubbery, 
vines and flowers merely break the 
lines of the man-made structures 
behind them, but leave enough show- 
ing for contrast.
